HONOLULU— (UP) — With the 
Hawaiian 
Islands producing 
only 
15 per cent of their own food sup­ 
ply , Major-Gen. Hugh 
A. 
Drum, 
commanding the Hawaiian depart­ 
ment of the U. S. Army , has be­ 
gun the study of a 
project for 
making 
the islands self-sufficient 
should 
the 
emergency 
ev er 
ar­ 
riv e through an enemy attack. 
General Drum believ es tbat the 


question of feeding the 38 0,000 in­ 
habitants of the islands Is essen­ 
tially one of the problems of a d e ­ 
quate military defense. 
Due to the fact that 
v irtually 
all of the cultiv able land of the 
islands is giv en ov er to the two 
great money m aking crops of su­ 
gar cane and pineapples, little of 
it remains av ailable for the culti­ 
v ation of other crops. 
Small Gardens Urged 
One 
of 
General 
Drum's 
ideas 
which he is endeav oring to foster 
is 
that 
the 
plantation 
workers 
should be allowed to cultiv ate an 
acre or two for produce for their 
own consumption which would in­ 
crease 
materially 
the 
domestic 
food supply . Normally , H awaii has 
less than two months’ supply of 
food stuffs on hand at any one 
time. General Drum feels that this 
should be increased by local Pro­ 
duction as a safeguard, should the 


islands ev er be blockaded by an 
enemy fleet. 
The necessity of som ething be­ 
ing done along this line was em ­ 
phasized in the early Dart of the 
y ear, when the maritime strike on 
the Pacific coast cut off all sup­ 
plies 
from 
the 
mainland 
and 
threatened 
seriously 
the 
limited 
stocks that are normally on hand 
there. 
Ev en without waiting, howev er, 
for the planters to take some ac­ 
tion toward allowing part of their 
land to be planted 
to foodstuff. 
G eneral Drum has created a new 
department in the army of Hawaii, 
known as the Serv ice Command 
which 
ev entually 
will 
formulate 
plans 
for 
emergency 
farming 
should 
the 
necessity 
ev er 
arise. 
The officers detailed to the. Serv ice 
Command 
are 
making 
detailed 
studies of the agricultural condi­ 
tions and possibilities throughout 
the entire group of islands. 


Crop Tests Made 
The 
Department of agriculture 
through its ex periment station also 
is carry ing on tests 
to dev elop 
suitable 
crops 
and 
is 
prov iding 
stores of seeds that could he used 
in 
an 
emergency 
for 
producing 
crops within a few months. 
Some idea of the

foodstuffs that has to be imported 
each y ear and a part of which

VIENNA — (U P ) — Otto v on 
Hapsburg may eat his Christmas 
dinner in 
Vienna this y ear, 
but 
can consider him self lucky if he 
achiev es such ev en by Christmas, 
19 3S. 
This in brief is the general 
estim ate of careful 
political 
and 
diplomatic observ ers obtained dur­ 
ing a caucus of numerous promin­ 
ent persons 
Almost 
ev ery one 
is 
conv inced 
that 
Otto 
ultim ately 
will

not only to his nativ e land to liv e 
but also to become ruling prince 
of the country . 
Such a return, 
howev er, alm ost ev ery one also be­ 
liev es,

Ca lifo rnia pena l institutio n fo r a mo ra ls 
o ffense—a kno wn deg enera te who , a t o ne 
time wa s in custo dy . 
Po lice ha v e a lrea dy sa id tha t the crime 
a ppa rently wa s co mmitted by a ma n who 
ha d co mmitteed simila r o ffenses a nd pro b­ 
a bly ha d serv ed a priso n term fo r his o f­ 
fense a nd been pa ro led. 
If this is true the po lice ha v e issued a 
terrible indictment a g a inst Ca lifo rnia 's pena l 
sy stem. They ha v e fo und the pena l sy stem 
o f the sta te g uilty o f relea sing deg enera tes 
fro m custo dy to prey upo n inno cent children 
a nd, a s in the ca se o f the Ev erett a nd 
Stephens children, to kill them. 
It is terrible to think o f the fa te o f these 
three little g irls hut. if their fa te ca n be a 
lesso n to peo ple o f the sta te, they will no t 
ha v e died in v a in. 
Tf the peo ple beco me sufficiently a ro used 
to rev ise their sta te pro ba tio n a nd pa ro le 
sy stem such crimes will no t be repea ted. 
Men co nv içted o f sex crimes a g a inst chil­ 
dren sho uld no t be g ra nted pro ba tio n. Pro b­ 
a bly priso n is no t the pla ce fo r them a s they 
a re, ev idently insa ne, 
Instea d o f co nfining 
them in priso ns they sho uld be sent to in­ 
stitutio ns a s a re o ther menta l defectiv es 
a nd kept there fo r life. 
No o ne ha s ev er fo und a cure fo r de­ 
g enera cy . 
Then why do es so ciety believ e 
tha t a term o f a few y ea rs in priso n will 
so lv e the pro blem a nd return the deg enera te 
to so ciety cured o f his perv ersio n? 
By 
relea sing perv erts the sta te turns them 
ba ck to prey upo n wo men a nd children a nd 
spends tho usa nds o f do lla rs in sea rching 
fo r the g uilty ma n when a crime, such a s 
the o ne just co mmitted, a ro uses the po pu­ 
la ce.
